' considerable Difiiculty often arises and heavy 
Expenses are sometimes incurred in obtaining possession of 
Tenements in Ireland, used by Persons in Ireland, being either Roman 
Catholics or Dissenters, for Places of Worship or Burial, or for Resi- 
dences of their Clergy, in cases where Persons hold and retain posses- 
sion thereof without any legal title or right so to do; and it is desirable 
that a speedy and less expensitre mode should be afforded to Trustees 
or Owners of such Tenements, for enabling them to recover and obtain 
Possession thereof :
